O thers M ay Get Bumped. 
As a result of 
the 
investigation 
which 
the interim 
departm ent 
has 
been carrying on for some tim e past 
and which will be continued, other 
officials of the Indian service may suf­ 
fer a like fate of that of Supt. Bene­ 
dict and the three supervisors just 
suspended. 
The investigation which 
resulted in this action was entered 
into because of various reports reach­ 
ing the departm ent 
here, 
charging 
¡the officials already 
suspended, 
as 
well as others, with activities which 
it was thought were improper for gov­ 
ernm ent employes. 
The suspended supervisors are Cal­ 
vin Ballard of the Choctaw school at 
McAIester, Frederick H. Umholtz of 
the Chickasaw schools 
at 
Ardmore 
and W alter Falwell of 
the 
Creek 
schools at Muskogee. 
Before 
any 
further action is taken in their cases 
the four men will be allowed to make 
answ er to the secretary of the in­ 
terior as to the charges against them. 


Indian Schools Neglected. 
From the report m ade in tin* ease 
it appears that Supt. Benedict is con­ 
nected with certain business Interests 
in Oklahoma, which have more or h'ss 
business with the Indians, which re­ 
lationship, it was believed, was whol­ 
ly incompatible with his service as 
superintendent. He had perm itted the 
schools, it was reported, to fall into a 
disgraceful condition and the super­ 
visors have neglected their duties in 
the enforcement of school 
contracts 
and in m atters affecting the material 
and moral conditions surrounding (lie 
conduct of t he s< hools. 
Secretary Ballinger 
and 
Cotnmis- 
sionet Valentine of the Indian ollice 
announce that 
th • 
investigation of 
conditions surrounding the 
schools, 
although not conducted publicly, will 
be thorough and that the conduct of 
the officers responsible for the present 
conditions will be looked into most 
carefully.
